
Dr. Powell, Coroner 
Af Alexandria for 
Seven Years, Dies 

Practiced Medicine There 
35 Years and Once Served 
As Hospital Staff Chief

ALEXANDRIA, Va„ March 14.— 
Dr. Llewellyn Powell, 62, city coroner 
for seven years, died at his home 

last night. He suffered a stroke 

Monday. 
Dr. Powell lived at 201 North 

Washington street. He was the son 

of Dr. Robert C. Powell, who also 
•erved as Alexandria coroner tor 

several years. 
Dr. Powell held the rank of major 

In the Army Medical Corps. He 
entered the service during the World 
War with the commission of lieu- 
tenant. 

After graduating from Virginia 
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DR. LLEWELLYN POWELL 

Military Institute in 1899, he was 

a former commander of the Augusta 
Military Institute at Port Defiance, 
Va. He had practiced medicine in 
Alexandria for more than 35 years. 

He obtained his medical degree at 
Columbia College, now George 

Washington University. He waj 

formerly chief of the staff of th< 
Alexandria General Hospital anc 
later became consulting staff mem- 
ber there and a staff member ol 
Doctors’ Hospital in Washington. 

Dr. Powell was an active member 
of the Alexandria-Washington 
Lodge of Masons and several Scot- 
tish Rite bodies. He also was a 

member of the American Legion. 
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first wife dying in 1918. 
Surviving are his widow, Mrs, 

Willie B. Powell; three sons, H. Ash- 
ton, Llewellyn, jr., and Robert C 
Powell; two daughters, Miss Grace 
P. Powell and Miss Ann Boone 
Powell, and a sister, Mrs. Louis P 
Scott, all of Alexandria.
